."Correspondence submitted for tie 


petitioners indicates that the pro- 
posed change is desired because it 
•would result in a somewhat more di- 
rect and shorter crossing from the 
car to the west sidewalk on Mifflin 
street, and because they regard a 
crossing at that point as less dan 
gerous for pedestrians. , 


"On behalf of the Railway com- 


pany it was pointed out that . the 
proposed stop is on a considerable 
grade at the near end of the curve, 
and that to start up loaded cars un- 
der these conditions in winter would 
present serious operating difficul- 
ties.
